STALIN HAS No 


URING the war, a skilled operative of our 
OSS (Office of Strategic Services) was 
sent inside Germany on a perilous mission. 
The spy’s assignment was to dig out statisties 
om Nazi oil production, to locate their re- 
fiueries and to obtain schedules of shipments. 
The- American agent returned with the 
desired information after a series of wild 
adventures in which his life was in constant 
jeopardy. He found, somewhat to his disgust, 
that the information had already been secured 
from another source and acted upon. 

Where did we find such important data? 
Well, our intelligence service employed a 
refugee German statistician who recalled that 
the Nazis published a monthly Railway Ga- 
zette in which oil shipment figures were listed. 
Copies of the Gazette were obtained from @ 
Swiss library, and it wasn’t long before the 
Allies had all the information they needed. 
Bombardment groups took over, and high 
explosives were rained down upon Gerfian 
oil refineries and pipe lines. Their destruction 
shortened the war by many mouths. 


HIS is but one example of the way in 
which old-time cloak-and-dagger methods 


of spying have been supplanted by modern 
analysis of published material. Mata Hari is 
out’ of fashion. In her place are trained math- 
ematicians and statisticians who piece together 
hundreds of known facts and come up with 
information about enemy activities that in 
previous wars would have cost the lives of 
several spies to discover. 

The spy business has moved out into the 
open. Maj. Gen. William (Wild Bil Dono- 
van, who headed the OSS during the war, 
estimates that nowadays an intelligence serv- 
ice gets at least 90 per ceut of its information 
through open channels. A good statistician is 
worth a hundred spies, and the slinky, sexy 
agent of yesteryear who sold her love for 
vital secrets has-been replaced by a college- 
trained scientist with a slide rule who knows 
how to read production tables. 

And that, of course, is why spies for Rus- 
sia are so much more successful in this country 
than spies for America are in Red territory. 


Spying on America is easy—probably the. 


easiest job any foreign intelligence service 
has. Vital information on America is publish- 
ed, available, and just waiting to be gathered, 
analyzed and interpreted.

He” MANY spies does Russia have in 
this country? Surprisingly, .that is not 
a difficult question to answer, for the Kremlin 
has little need for undercover agents unknown 
to our security forces, Almost all of Russia’s 

““spies’’?’ are employees of Tass Telegraph 
Agency (the official Soviet news-gathering 
organization), the Amtorg Trading Agency, 
the Russian embassy and consulates or the 
Russian delegation to the United Nations. - 

These men are given the same privileges as 
any other foreigners. They are free to travel 
all over America. They: may attend meetings 
of the United States Congress or its com- 


‘mittees. They sit in on government press con- 


ferences, They are given the run of the 


Library of Congress or any other library in — 


the land. 

Russian representatives are invited to: dis- 
plays of new military equipment. They are 
handed press releases and information bul- 
letins of every government agency. They can 
buy from the government, or from publie 
sourees, aerial photographs of every section 
of the nation. These photographs show the 
location of towns, rivers, lakes, bridges, fac- 
tories, dams and power plants. 
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The United Nations building going up in New York will offer 
_ diplomatic sanctuary to foes of the American way of living. 


_IS_EASY_ 


Actually, Russia has little needs of the assistance of people Mata Hari, a German spv executed by the French during World War !, wasn't as 
like convicted Judith Coplon. U. S. secrets are easy to find. valuable as today’s statisticians who work with facts gleaned from published works. 


The galleries of the U. S. Senate are open to all visitors, and many 
facts on American defense can be learned from listening to debates. 


OU may say that all the material listed 

above contains no information that would 
be of any help to @ potential enemy, but you’d 
be surprised by what military statisticians do 
with a variety of facts collected from ‘a vari- 
ety of sources. 
. Take the oil industry... . Oil is the very 
basis of modern warfare. No nation with a 
short supply could expect to carry on’ hos- 
tilities of any length. Undoubtedly, in the 
next war, one of the enemy’s prime objectives 
will be to destroy our oil supply. 

What can the Russians learn about the 
American oil industry from readily available 
published material? From government. maps 
and aerial photographs (some of which cost 
10e at the Government Printing Office) they 
ean learn the exact location and appearance 
from the air of every oil field and refinery in 
the country. From corporation reports and 
industry journals, the Russians can learn ex- 
act production figures and rates of shipment. 

Scientific and chemical journals will give 
them the latest dope on our oil refining 
methods. Newspapers and magazines will keep 
the Reds abreast of the latest developments 
in important synthetic oil research. If, from 
this huge mass of published data, the Rus- 


sians are still unable to find one or two se- 
eret bits of information, they may then assign 
undercover operatives to the job. But at least 
90 per cent of what they want to know can 
easily be shipped to the Kremlin between the 
covers of the original magazine, newspaper or 
journal in which it was printed. 

The same holds true for every other war- 
important industry. The Soviet needs only 
skillful interpreters and statisticians to get a 
eomplete picture of the American economy 
from published material on sale in this coun- 
try. Our Federal Government alone publishes 
36,000 informational documents every year, 
and it’s a safe bet that most of these find 
their way back to the Kremlin. 


ONTRAST the easy job Russian agents 

A have in this country with the difficulties 
of foreigners inside the Iron Curtain, and 
you’ll understand why America still has need 
of undercover agents. 

There are about 100 Americans in Russia 
today, mostly newspapermen and members of 
the diplomatic service. These men are regard- 
ed by the Russians as spies. They are not 


allowed to travel away from Moscow without 


written permission and careful supervision.

In addition, their phones are tapped, their 
mail is severely censored, and their activities 
are so restricted that they are able to see only 
what the Reds want them to see. Russian pub- 
liecations are not available for mailing over- 
seas, cameras are not allowed, and American 
correspondents in Moscow must depend al- 
most entirely upon government press releases 
for their news. This means that only favorable 
propaganda goes out of the Soviet Union. 

As a result, we know far less about the 
Russians than they know about us. Of course, 
our intelligence services carefully examine 
every bit of information they can get on the 
USSR from any source whatever, but they 
have nothing like the published windfall that 
Russian agents find im this country. 

What can we do about it? Very little! 
Unless we adopt the dictator methods of the 
Kremlin, our halls of Congress, our govern- 
ment press conferences, our magazines: and 
newspapers, and our libraries and _ scientific 
laboratories must be open to friend and foe 
alike. It’s a high price to pay for freedom, 
but it’s possible that our free and open ex- 
change of information may, in the long run, 
turn out to be our strongest weapon against 
ignorance, fear, and attack from abroad.

ee reports received from Tanganyika in central Africa re- 
veal that in the last few years more than 200 tribesmen have 
been killed by the dreaded Lion Men in terrifying ritual murders. 

British authorities have sent special law enforcement officers into 
the jungle to cope with the growing number of witcheraft killings. 
Secret sects using voodoo rites based on ‘‘Ju Ju magic’’ have ter- 
rorized native villages into paying tribute to savage witch-doctors. 
Investigators are hampered by the natives’ terrible fear. The tribes- 
men are understandably shy of cooperating in any way with the 
law enforcement agents since informers usually suffer the same fate
